The Progress of the Trial of Mississippi's 
Treasurer. 

Jackson, Miss,, June 22.—[Special.J—The 
first week of the trial of Ex-Treasurer Hem- 
ingway, charged with embezzlement of up- 
ward of $315,000, closed last night, and the 
State announces rest except in rebuttal. 

The line of the prosecution has been simply 
to prove by the legislative committees, the 
State expert, and the late clerk of treasury, 
that the printed reports of the treasurer and 
the books of the treasury from which the re- 
ports were made, and which show the balance 
above mentioned, to be due the state are cor- 
rect. With this end in view, a cart-load of 
books were hauled to the court-room, and the 
examination has been very exhaustive and 
tedious. 

The district attorney claims that the correct- 

hess of the treasurer’s report and books.show- 
ing his indebtedness to the state has been fully 
established, also that the proof shows that 
large leans were negotiated, for which there 
are no entries on the books of the treasury. 
_ Phe defense’s expert, who has been examin- 
ing the books for two months or more, is on 
hand. Itis understood besides the errors of 
over forty thousand dollars, which he swore in 
his afiidavit for continuance that he had found, 
that he will attempt to demonstrate that a 
thorough examination of the books will show 
9. ena is not indebted to the state 
at all. 


THE ENTOMBED MINERS. 


The svescuing Party Working Without 


Hope. 

DuNBAR, Pa., June 22.—The rescuing party 
has not reached the entombed miners. They 
are working hard, but no one knows how far 
they have to go yet, and they are as much in 
the dark now as at any time. They may 
reach the men in a few hours, and it may be 
days before the Hill Farm mine is broken 
into. Hope has given way to despair. It is 
now seven days since the disaster, and few if 
any, expect to find the men alive. Today 
crowds visited the scene of the disaster from 
all the surrounding country, and at one time 
fully $8,000 people were present. This evening 
an appeal foraid was sent out. The miners’ 
families are in destitute circumstances, and 
contributions will be thankfully received. 


PROMINENT FOR HALF A CENTURY, 


Judge Henry W. Fhomas, of Virginia, Dead, 
in His Seventy-Eighth Year. | 
FarrRFAX CouRT-Hovusr, Va., June 
Judge Henry W. Thomas died here this morn- 
ing, in the seventy-eighth year of his age. 
Before the war, as a whig, and since as a 
democrat, he served several terms in the legis- 
lature. He was a member of the commission 
that visited President. Lincoln in 1861, witha 
view to averting hostilities. During the war 
he was second auditor of the state. After the 
war he was a meinber of the court of concilias 
tion, Alexandria circuit, and stilllater lieuten- 
ant-governor. For half a century he was one 
of the leading lawyers of northern Virginia.

Consternation in British Honduras Over the 
Ravages of aj Disease. 


BEuizeE, June 22.—Fer some months past 
the colony of British Honduras, as well as the 
neighboring republics, has been under the ban 
of a disease, which, while said by some ex- 
perts not to be yellow fever, is yet so terrible 
in its character, as to kill off without a single 
exception, every one whomit attacks. The 
young Scotchman whom Bob Pinkerton met 
in Belize died from it a few days ago, and has 
been followed by Dr. Gabb, of Stann Creek, a 
thirty-year-old resident of the colony, whose 
passage had been taken by the Aguan for New 

ork. 

Great excitement and anxiety were experi- 
enced in Belize yesterday morning, when it 
was seen that the steamship Aguan, which 
had arrived during the night from the south, 
was tlying the yellow flag and was lying in the 
quarantine grounds. Every one who can do 
so is leauing Honduras for either England or 
the states, and shortly after’six o’clock on the 
morning of the 12th, several sailing boats, 
loaded with passengers, were making 
for the steamer, only, however, 
to be sent back, it being 
stated that a passenger from Ysabal had died 
while the steamer was at Livingstone. Inquir- 
ies elicited the fact that this man, a Spaniard, 
had expired from what is termed by the medi- 
cal man in attendance “pernicious malarial 
fever,’’ superindreced in all probability by 
heavy drinking. The Aguan is simply crowded 
with passengers, among whom are a number 
of time-expired workmen from Nicaragua and 
the two children of Marvin Crawford, whose 
poor wife died from worry consequent on the 
arrest of E. S. Crawford, the alleged bank 
robber. 

New Orleans is closed as tight as a drum 
against British and Spanish Honduras, and if 
an outbreak should occur on the Aguan there 
will be no possible means of getting out of the 
country except by way of Mexico, which will 
mean a long, tedious and expensive trip. At 
the Cayo, seventy-five miles northwest of 
Belize, it is reported that tho people are dying 
like rotten sheep, and the worst part of it is 
that nobody really knows what the disease is,

Prince Bismarck Intimates that He Might 
Accept a Seat in the Reichstag. 

Beruin, June 22.—The Hamburger Nach- 
richten, supposed to be inspired, suggests that 
England give further proof of her good will 
by ceding to Germany Walfish. bay, which is 
valueless to England and of the utmost im- 
portance to Germany as a harbor for her south- 
west African possessions. 

Prince Henry, with the German squadron. 
will formally receive Heligoland from the 
British representative in October. 

Prince Lismarck, in the Nachrichten, denies 
the radical reports that he would never enter 
the reichstag and support Chancellor von Ca- 
privi. He declares that he would not accept 
a seat if compelled to oppose the government, 
though general. agreement with it would not 
prevent his expressing deviating opinions 
when necessary. 

The Spanish Budget. 

Mapnrip, June 22.—The budget debate Jasted 
until 3 o’clock in the morning. Congress, by a 
vote of 115.to 24, rejected the protectionist pro- 
posal to levy a tax of five per cent on the in- 
terest of Spanish and foreign public loans held 
in Spain, anda similar tax on the bonds of 
railways and other securities. At the conclu- 
sion of the debate, the budget was passed. 

The Cholera Makes No Progress.

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TILLMAN'S CAMPAIGN, 


SOUTH CAROLINA POLITICS CON- 
SIDERABLY STIRRED UP. 


ATTACKING DEMOCRATIC OFFICERS 


And Chargiug Them With Various Kinds of 
Corruption—A Great Meeting For 
the Coming Week. 


Cotumpia, §.C., June 22.—[Special.]—At 
the end of the second week of the state com- 
paign. between Tillman, the farmers’ candi- 
date, andthe side known as_ the regular 
democracy, the situation hasbeen somewhat 
changed, 

Tillman, who has heretofore been aggressive, 
has withdrawn successively all his charges of 
“corruption and dishonesty against the present 
adyiinistration, but continues hinting about 
inisappropriations during Goyernor Thomp- 
son's term of oftice. His opponents, on the 
other hand, have assumed the aggressive, and 
are charging Tillman with splitting the 
party, and slandering- the government. 
FREE TRADE A MYTH. 

Tillman has declared ‘‘free trade’”’ a dead 
issue, and says he believes in incidental protec- 
tion, free trade being a myth. He has practi- 
cally admitted that if elected governor he will 
devote his strength to succeeding Hampton in 
the senate. 

Senators Hampton and Butler are strongly 
opposed to the sub-treasury bill. Tuill- 
man favors it. In every county he has 
visited so far, Tillman appears to have favored 
a majority, but the last three meetings were 
orderly and more evenly divided: Great prep- 
arations are being made for meeting here next 
week. Senators Hampton and Butlerare ex- 
pected to meet Tillman on the stump. 

A Meeting in Union. 

Union, 8S. C., June 22.—[Special.]—The 
*‘Moses of the farmers,’ B. R. Tillman, the 
Shell candidate for governor, with the regular 
democratic candidates, spoke for governor, 
and other state ofiicers spoke here yesterday to 
about 700 or 800, . 

Generals Earle and Bratton, regular demo- 
crats, made a fine impression. Tillman, the 
‘‘reformer,’’ had the day, being very extrava- 
gant in his charges of rottenness in state 
politics and the officers. He lost ground, but 
not enough to hurt him inthe county. The 
intelligent men were, as a rale, against him. 
One of Tillman’s opponents, General Earle, 
predicted negro rnie as a natural consequence 
if Tillman was elected governor.

A WHITE WIFE’S STORY. 


Married to a Colored Man Who Brutally 
Mistreats Her. 

ASBURY PARK, June 22.—Harry Thompson, 
a good-looking colored man, came to West As- 
bury Park this week, bringing with him his 
wife, who is a young white girl, said to be the 
daughter of a wealthy bristle importer of Bos- 
ton, who is at present traveling 
abroad, and ignorant of his daugh- 
ter’s troubles. Thompson came here in the 
hopes of obtaining a position at his trade, he 
being an upholsterer. The couple were almost 
penniless when they arrived and went to the 
home of the husband’s aunt, a colored woman. 
A great portion of West Park is settled by 
colored people, and the advent of 
Thompson and his white wife so incensed 
a number of them that great  excite- 
ment was manifested andariot was immi- 
nent at one time. Stirred up by the bitter 
race feeling, and angry at his failure to pro- 
cure work, Thompson turned on his wife and 
beat her shamefully. Mrs. Thompson escaped 
from the house and sought a magistrate, who 
arrested her husband and pacified the angry 
colored people. : 

Thompson was arraigned for assaalt and 
battery today. He pleaded with the justice to 
be allowed to return to Worcester, Mass., his 
home, and as forgiveness was accorded by his 
wife he was discharged from custody, and the 
strangely mated couple were furnished trans- 
portation to Worcester this afternoon. While 
before the magistrate, the history of the 
case was developed. Thompson is 
a good _ singer, and he and his 

‘wife belonged to the same musicat- organiza- 
tion and formed a friendship for each other. 
She played the accompaniment for his songs. 
Friendship developed into intimacy, and the 
two were discovered in unseemly conduct, and 
were arrested and sentenced to three months 
in jail. Rather than undergo the ignominy of 
imprisonment the girl consented to marriage, 
and the ceremony was performed in the same 
court in which they had been arraigned. 


WATER IS SCARCE, 


A Dire Calamity Which Is Threatening the 
City of Nashville. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 22.—[{Special.]— 
The city is threatened with a water famine in 
consequence of a destructive fire at the old 
waterworks on Rolling Mill hill. 

The building was ignited, it is supposed, by 
spontaneous combustion, and almost entirely 
destroyed, together with the boiler sheds. The 
engines and pumps were damaged, but how 
seriously has not been ascertained, One of 
the large engines. was ruined. 

One of the engines at the new pumping sta- 
tion isin. working order and pumping six mil- 
lion gallons of water per day, but thisis inade- 
quate to meet the demand, which is ten mil- 
lions daily. 

The new reservoir is empty, but the old res- 
ervoir on Rolling Mill-hill is full: Thefeity is 


seriously inconvenienced, as the supply of 


water is less than half of that which is neces- 
sary, andone of the new pumps cannot be 
used on account of a break. Should a large 
fire occur the fire department would be ata 
very great (lisadvantage. The city authorities 
will at once take steps to have the other en- 
gines and anes putin order, and secure the 
necessary supp y: The amount of the loss on 
the building and machinery is. not known.

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A DUEL WITH BOWIES. 


It Was Fought For Land and Ended in a 
Death. 

San Antonio, Tex., Juno 22.—News re- 
ceived from Santa Rosa, Mexico, says that on 
April 12th Edward Woodbury died there. He 
was the victim of one of the most terrible 
bowie-knife duels in the history of a country 
that has made that article its. main weapon 
since its invention. The parties con- 
cerned were Woodbury and James Bis- 
sell. The subject of dispute was a large tract 
of land owned by the latter. They tried arbi- 
tration, and could reach no agreement; they 
tried the courts, and the law’s delays pre- 
vented a settlement with sufficient speed to 
smooth a pair of hot tempers, and, after due 
deliberation and counsel with friends, they de- 
cided to fight it out, the land to go into undis- 
puted possession of the survivor. 

It is a wild country, and the affair was not 
regarded as anything much out of the ordi- 
nary. The men, with three seconds apiece, 
met ina lonely live-oak mott, or island of 
timber, five miles from [Santa Rosa town. 
The time was early morning, and an Ameri- 
can ininer, who had once been a surgeon in 
the states, was present. The fighters 
stripped to the buff, girded their waists 
with leather straps and each was handed a 
murderers blade ten inches in length. They 
shook hands gravely, stepped back a pace 
and at the word began. They were both old 
residents of the country and skilled with the 
bowie, about equal in height, reach and 
agility, and each as desperately courageous 
as itis possible for man to be. Woodbury, 
who was of so dark a skin that he was often 
taken for a Mexican, was the more impetuous 
of the two, and forced the fighting. 
Russell was slashed twice in the 
left arm, which he used as a_ kind 
of guard, before he found an opening, 
then he lunged forward and laid open four of 
the ribs on Woodbury’s right side. Bissell was 
cut once again and Woodbury twice. At the 
last stab, which caught just where the neck 
joins the chest, he went down weak from the 
lossof blood. His antagonist glared at hima 
moment,then threw away the knife and ca)mly 
proceededto put on his clothes. Both men 
were so covered with blocd from the shoulders 
down that the color of their skins was indis- 
tinguishabl¢, 

The fight eccurred last December. Wood- 
bury has Iincered since then, daily growing 
weaker. The facts are furnisded by his friend, 
Who nurséd hii: up tothe time of his death, 
and who, M closing the report, says: ‘Bissell 
recovered ‘rapidly. In justice to him, I will 
say that my friend was in the wrong, and that 
the land belonged to Bissell.” 


WITHIN TWO HOURS OF EACH OTHER 


A Double Murder and Double Suicide in 
Birmingham. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 22.—[Special.]—A 
double murder and suicide startled the citi- 
zens of Scratch Ankle, a notorious locality in 
this city, this morning between midnight and 
day. 

Charles Cato, a painter and paper-hanger, 
shot apd killed his mulatto mistress, Lizzie 
Mitchell, and then placing the smoking pistol 
tohis right ear blew out his brains. The 
tragedy occurred in a notor.ous house of ill- 
fame, where the woman was rooming. This 
cccurred about 1 o’clock, 

The Experiment Repeated. 

Among the spectators who went in tosee the 
dead bedies was William Tatum, a carpenter. 
After 4 wing the bloody seene, he 1emarked; 

“That is a good way to. settle lovers’ 
quarrels.”’ 

Tatum then went to the room of Mary Bar- 
nett, a white woman with whom he had been 
living for sometime. He told her to get up 
and make a light. As soon as the lamp was 
lit, he drew a pistol, shot her through the 
bowels, then placed the pistol to his head 
and fired a ball through his brain. He fell 
dead, but the woman is still alive, though she 
cannot recover, and will probably die before 
morning. 

This tragedy occurred within a block of the 
first one, and only two hours later. Catoand 
Tatum were regarded as men of good charac- 
ter, and both held good positions. Tatum was 
foreman of the carpenter work for one of the 
largest contractors in the city. Both men were 
about thirty-five years old. 
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NOW A MILLIONAIRE, 


The Famous Colonel Ricketts’ Lucky Invest- 
ment in Timber Land. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 22.—Colonel R. 
Bruce Ricketts, of Ricketts’ famous battery at 
Gettysburg, does not care now who is the 
democratic nominee for governor of Pennsyl- 
vania. Hesaysheisnotin the race. After 
the war Colonel Ricketts. bought 50,000 acres 
of wood land on the mountain here for a mere 
song. Wednesday he sold 40,000 acres of it to 
an English syndicate for $28 an acre, which 
makes him a millionaire. Colonel Ricketts and 
his attorney, ex-Attorney-General Palmer,have 
left for New York, and will sail for London, 
where they will complete all negotiations. It 
is understood that Colonel Ricketts will be 
elected president.of the English company, and 
that the timber will be cnt and sent to market. 
When Colonel Ricketts returned from the war 
he at once began to buy up unsettled lands in 
Luzerne and adjoining counties. He _ pre- 
dicted that the day would come when these 
laxfds would be valuable, but the day of fort- 
une was so longin coming that he was tempted 
several times to sell his posessions for what 
he could get. Upon one occasion he was so 

r that he could not pay the taxes. Colonel 

. K. Jamison, of Philadelphia, then came to 
his assistance and the military man 
and the Philadelphia banker have worked 
together, as Colonel Jamison was of the same 
opinion as Colonel Ricketts, that the time 
would come when the timber on the land 
would be in big demand, and must necessarily 
bring a big price. Colonel Jamison has a strip 
of land which starts at Fishing creek, Colum- 
bia county, and meets Ricketts’s dense forest 
of timber at Harvey’s lake. Two years ago 
the Lehigh Valley. railroad. tapped. Harvey’s 
lake, and Ricketts’s land tripledin value. He 
had an offer to seli then, but declined.

Who Succumbed to the Power of Strong 
Drink, aka Dies an Inmate ot a Lunatic 
Asyium—A Strange Story. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., June 22.—!Special.]— 
The eventful career of Jerome Tuttle, well- 
known throughout the country, ended in death 
at the insane asylum yesterday. 

The story of Tuttie’s life is a pathetic pic- 
ture of a vanquished victor—of wonderful 
athletic powers stifled by the intemperate use 
of liquor. His athletic genius carried him to 
the highest pinnacle of fame, where millions 
of admirers applauded his wonderful feats. 
His love for whisky .blighted his talent and 
robbed him of his gifts until death found him 
ai inmate of a lunatic asylum. 

HIS QUEER CAREER. 

Tuttle was born in Milledgeville forty-two 
years ago, and the most of his life was spent 
in and about this city. Asa boy, he was a 
bright, winsome fellow of fine intellect and as 
agile asacat. When he wasa mere lad, he 
attracted the attention of John Robinson, the 
famous showman, who employed him and put 
him under a course of training at once. His suc- 
cess was wonderful and in a remarkably short 
while he was the star of the tent. Asa rider, 
tumbler and acrobat, he outrivaled them all, 
and with John Lolo, the great clown, he made 
John Robinson’s circus the greatest of the age. 
He gave a new meaning to trapeze-acting by 
introducing accrobatic feats that were never 
before attempted. He revolutionized somer- 
set-acting by turning doubles over eighteen 
horses. 

IN NEW YORK. 

He wrung applause from people everywhere 
by his daring deeds of bareback-riding and in 
1875, in the city of New York, he was awarded 
the prize for the foremost circus actor of the 
world. When in the very zenith of his fame, 
he began the use of whisky, which only ended 
when he was given a maniac’s home. 

Tuttle was well known in Atlanta, where 
he once managed the Kimball house billiard- 
rooms and where heonce organized a circus 
that traveled through tne country with great 
success. He was a genial fellow and was 
quite popular with people of every calling. 


THE THREE PRISONERS 


Who are Now Behind the Bars in Lawrence- 
ville. : 

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., June 22.-—-[Spe- 
cial.|—About 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the town people thought a revolution was 
about to burst upon them. 

Every one was excited, and fora few min- 
utes every business in town was negliccted. 

The disturvance and excitement. arose on 
seeing a buggy containing a man, woman and 
a little baby in it, approaching, with a number 
of men and women on foot, borseback and in 
buggies, following. 

It was now known to contain Mrs. Taylor, 
the lady who had been so unmercifully as- 
saulted on May 29th, and the conclusion at 
once reached by the sheriff and the {citizens 
was that the people had brooded over this out- 
rage until patience had ceased to be a virtue, 
and thatthe purpose of the crowd was to at- 
tack the jail and demand the three imprisoned 
negroes whom Dunlap, colored, had confessed 
were the guilty parties. There were a num- 
ber of people from the district of the lady’s 
residence, and that where Dunlap was caught, 
and as the buggy approached nearer the town 
the crowd increased. . The excitement for the 
moment was intense, and one. word from a 
strong leader would have impelléd an attack 
upon the jail. 

Counsel for the arrested parties were sent 
for, and his advice given, in the presence of a 
hundred men, and the body bent on avenging 
Mrs. Taylor’s treatment, based upon her weak 
and prostrate condition, was agreed that 
Mrs. Taylor should not again be dragged from 
her bed to see another negro, but that they 
should be carried to her by all hazards, and 
the crowd thereafter dispersed. 

The evident purpose of the crowd was to 
havethe two Atlanta negroes carried before 
Mrs. Taylor, but the sheriff had refused to 
allow her to see them in jail, and that pur- 
pose would have been carried out at any ex- 
pense of life or property, had it not been for 
Mrs. Taylor’s own present condition. 

It is hardly probable that she will identify 
the two Atlanta negroes, and whether she does 
or not, Lon Dunlap is in a precarious attitude. 
Under any event he will be held for trial until 
the next term of the superior court, if the 
people do not take his case in their own hands, 
which is quite likely.

The Census Farce. 

The taking of the present census appears 
to be pretty much of a farce, if the reports 
that come in from different cities can be 
credited. 

It was the purpose of the government to 
make this the most complete census ever 
taken, asa glance at the catechisms fur- 
nished the enumerators will attest; but it 
bids fair to be just the reverse. 

The people of Atlanta, however, more than 
those of any other city, seem to realize the 
value of a full count, and they have readily 
furnished all the information required, many 
of them going out of their way to do so, and 
the report which Atlanta will send in will be 
full and satisfactory. 

But other sections will not fare so well. 
Throughout the south the people of other 
cities are. protesting and calling on the gov- 
ernment to do the work over; some of them 
have not had a full count, while it is claimed 
that others have given in false returns; and 
in the north and west it is even worse. 

In Minneapolis, for instance, the census 
men have rather overdone the thing in man- 
ufacturing bogus returns. Itis claimed that 
25000 fictitious names were returned by them; 
that when they ran short of names they went 
to the graveyards and got them from the. 
tombstones; that 4,000 names of men who 
had applied for work at one of the factories 
during a period of six months, were greedily 
taken and returned by the census men, while 
the lodging-houses of tramps were visited 
and their ‘‘aliases’’ jotted down as. bona fide 
mames, and the names of the members of 
their supposed families were also entered on 
the lists! 

_ From New York city comes a protest that

| preparation. In fact, he could have changed 


the whole tenor of the bill, and made it an 
administration measure, as other? presidents 
have done in the case of important bills. 

It seems, however, that he has waited 
until the tariff bill has passed the house, and 
now makes his opposition known in the 
senate, where he speaks through the voice of 
Mr. Blaine. Although, as we have said, the 
situation is without parallel or precedent, it 
is very interesting.* It is said that Mr. 
Blaine, who is the mouthpiece of the admin- 
istration, and a very powerful one,attempted 
to make an impression on the ways and 
means committee of the house, but it is 
simply impossible that the secretary of state 
should have failed in his efforts to. impress 
the leading house committee. So able and 
so influential a man, it is almost unnecessary 
to say, would have compelled even a leading 
committee to respect his views; and yet the 
temper betrayed in his language before the 
senate finance committee, as reported in the 
New York Herald, shows irritation. We 


present the Herald's report in full: 

It so happened that Secretary Blaine had oppor- 
tunity of airing the views of the president yester- 
day in three different ways—in his letter to con- 
gress, in the reply to the telegram from the Mil- 
lers’ convention at Minneapolis and in a speech 
before the senate appropriation committee. Mr. 
Blaine had opportunity of repeating on the same 
day in three different ways the objections the ad- 
ministration holds against the McKinley bill. 

in the written statement intended for public 
circulation the secretary necessarily was confined 
to the proprieties of expression in yogue in official 
life in giving utterance to his views. 

But in the senate appropriation committee it is 
said he waived this restraint and delivered a lec- 
ture on political economy to Mr. Allison, of Iowa, 
that was not intended for the eye orear of the 
public. Reference was made to this last scene in 
these dispatches today, but according to one of 
the auditors no account yet published does the 
matter justice. The question under consideration 
was the necessity for increased appropriation in 
completing the record of the Pan-American con- 
gress. 

Senator Hale, of Maine,who is on the committee, 
Said something which drew out Mr. Blaine, and he 
proceeded in the most impassioned manner and 
with much of his old-time fervor and eloquence to 
tell the committee what in his judgment would be 
the effect of the passage of the McKinley tariff 
bill. 
It goes without saying that Mr. Allison did not 
like the idea of being lashed as @ member of the 
appropriation committee for what he had done as 
a member of the finance committee, and he rather 
resented being called to account for the result of 
its deliberation. 

The democratic member of the committee, Mr. 
Blackburn, was delighted with the tone of Mr. 
Biaine’s view and atan opportune moment he is 
reported to have said: 

“I wish you were not Mr. Secretary‘and were in 
this senate to raise your voice against this McKin- 
ley bill.” 

Mr. Blaine—I wish sotoo. It is the most 
dangerous, if not the mest infamous, meas- 
ure that was ever concocted by any party. 
The men who vote for this bill will wreck 
the republican party. If I were in the senate 
I would rather have my right arm torn out 
of its socket than vote for this bill. 

Senator Allison (with some feeling)}—You are 
winking at Senator Blackburn across the table 


of every scholar to as many_ideas as his 
memory will hold.’ In other words, the fellow 
who has nothing of his own should steal as much 
ashes able to carry. That won't do. There is 
such a thing as larceny, and plagiarism is petty 
larceny, the crime of the stupid thief, who is al- 
ways caught.

Certain republican newspapers are mor- 
tally offended because the people of Missis- 
sippi have asked congress for an appropria- 
tion of ten million dollars to be used in the 
building of levees in that state, 

The annual overflow of the Mississippi, 
and the disasters and suffering that follow 
the floods, clearly demonstrate the fact that 
the people, however liberally they may give 
to the work of levee-building, are not able, 
unaided, to erect barriers, which will suc- 
cessfully resist the deadly might of the wa- 
ters; hence, they appeal to congress, not for 
a pitiful amount that would be of little per- 
manent benefit, but for a good, round sum, 
which, with their added contributions, will 
build a system of levees along the Missis- 
sippi river which will give security to the 
people and increase the value of rich lands, 
which, with the perpetual menace of the 


" gvaters overshadowing them, are now worth 


scarcely anything. 

The government has a right to assist 
largely in this work, because the floods from 
which the people of Mississippi suffer may 
be regarded in the light of a national calam- 
ity; they cannot be ascribed directly to local 
fauses, because other states empty their 
Waste waters into the great river, and the 
people of a certain section only are made to 
suffer. 

It is said that this appropriation of ten 
million dollars will save hundreds of millions 
to the state, and will forever keep the Mis— 
sissippl within bounds. But this is too 
much for the republican press, and straight- 
‘Way a great how! is raised that such an ap- 
propriation would make too big a hole in 
the surplus! 

The impression has been that the surplus 
had vanished some time ago, as the republi- 
cans have had their hands in it for two years 
past, but if a surplus really exists at this 
time, it is but fair for the people of Missis- 
Bippi to enlist it in this valuable work, be- 
fore the republican party gets all of it.

No 
one can write well who has to make a study of 
such matters when he sits down to write. All 
must previously have become an ingrained habit, 
perhaps without his being aware of it. 
Thus indeed many ladies are beautiful 
composers and powerful speakers. Love of truth, 
eagerness forthe right, a mind that drives di- 
rect at the object andis not seeking to display 
itself, are morai factors of good composition.” 

Ernest Renan, the great French scientist and 
author, says: 

‘“‘To write well is to think well; there is no art 
of style distinct from the culture of the mind. The 
good writer is a complete mind, gifted with 
judgment, passion, imagination, and at the same 
time well trained. The inner qualities of rectitude, 
of briiliant geniality, are not given; instruction, 
wealth of information, fulness of knowledge are 
acquired... Thus good training of the mind is the 
only school of good style. Wanting that you have 
merely rhetoric and bad taste. Make your readers 
vigorous thinkers, conscientious scholars, and 
they will be good writers.” 

Philip Gilbert Hamerton, whose essays furnish 
one of the finest examples of current English, 
refers to the faithfal criticism of his master, Dr. 
Butler, by whose.continued “‘chastisement of his 
work,” Hamerion’s style was perfcsted. But the 
practical hint, which is of special value, is in the 
following description of his method of composi- 
tion: 

“My present system of writing is, first, to make 
avery freeand rapid rough draft, not applying 
myself with any conscious care to the expression, 
but writing for the facts and ideas only. This 
done, I see my way more clearly, lengthen some 
passages and abridge others, often efface whole 
pages, and then when the work has got into some- 
thing like shape, I criticize and amend the ex- 
pressions. I believe this is unquestionably the 
best way of composing. I think it isa mistake 
to write too well in the first instance, 
because the matter of earliest importance 
isto get the materials down on paper somehow 
andthe more rapid the writing the better the 
chances of getting unity into the work, especially 
if it be long. But, after that, I should say spare 
no pains—spare neither pains nor paper—in the 
labor of correction, which answers in literature to 
the second and third paintings on a picture. I 
should say, too, that it is of importance for a 
writer to keep his eye over the whole of his com- 
position as much as possible, and so keep it well 
together, not concentrating his attention too 
much on details. Pay attention to the 
sound,to the music of th> language, wiich is part 
of every good style, even when it s2em3 quite art- 
less’ Good writing is as much a fine art as paint- 
ing or musical composition.” 

Edmund Gosse speaks of picturesqueness of 
style; that is, to use words and images that will 
call up the idea before your readers with the 
graphic realism of a picture! There is much in 
this. You see it in every’ successful 
public speaker, in the works of 
popular writer. The reason for 
the profound and universal one that the mind 
deals easily with the coucrete and rebels against 
the abstract. Itis for the same reason that the 
urchin’s face brightens at the mention of five 
appies or ten apples, and he easily makes fifteen 
of the two piles, though his brow was clouded 
with dismay, or hiseye blank with indrfference 
when the teacher tried to stamp the numbers five 
or ten upon his mind, and make himsay at a 
breath that “five and ten make fifteen.” 

The same principle underlies pen pictures and pen 
etchings. Etching is showing a thing in incident, 
introducing a character in motion,with character- 
istic actions, with a word or two here, a move- 
ment there, a nod, a wink,the twirling of a thumb, 
an impulsive outburst, throwing coin to a beggar, 
or handing it to him gently, storming at a servant 
or preserving equanimity when he drops a plate, a 
frank reply or an evasive answer. 

There is a great deal in Hamerton’s idea of 
committing thoughts to paper as quickly as possi- 
ble. Ideas come and go like birds of passage, and 
we must wing them in their flight. Once on paper 
they abide, but if we stop and carve words while 
the brain is rushing thrvugh a subject, the rest- 
less brood is gone, and will not easily be persuaded 
toreturn. When the imagination is heated, flash- 
lights arise in the mind, showing dazzling pic- 
tures, beautiful, but so transient that the quickest 
den can hardly take them. Retouching is an art 
we may reserve for a leisure hour, but the picture 
must be taken before the scene changes. 

There is a great truth in Renan’s saying that to 
write well is to think well; he cannot be fol- 
lowed without qualification mn he calls a good 


writer a “complete mind.” It may be trne of one

A FAST RUNNING PASSENGER 
TRAIN, 


ON 


A Crowd of Drunken Negroes Raise a Row 
on an East Tennessee Train—Sev- 
eral Persons Shot. 


An ugly and fatal riot happened on the 
Rast Tennessee passenger train moving south 
Baturday night near Ellenwood, twelve or 
thirteen miles from Atlanta. 

Two men were killed and several were more 
or less dangerously wounded. 7 

Information of the trouble reached Atlanta 


yesterday morning. 

But the actual facts could not be ascertained 
as the participants in the fight had made good 
their escape. 

The cilicials of the road even were unable 
to secure complete information notwithstand- 
fing the fact that Mr. E, H. Barnes used every 
effort to acquire the particulars, 

On Saturday quite a number of negroes came 
to Atlanta on excursion rates. They came 
from al!) points along the line from Macon, 
north, and during the day were upon the 
gtrecis. 

Many of them were supplied with a liberal 
amount of cash, and nearly every dollar of the 
money found its way = into the 
gin mills on Decatur street. 

No matter how drunk a negro may become 
he usually finds it convenient to catch his 
train, and when No. 13 left Atlanta Saturday 


‘ might at 8 o'clock it was loaded down with a 


gang of unruly, boisterous, drunken negroes. 

So drunk and unrujy were they that Conduc- 
tor Young found considerable trouble in pre- 
venting them from taking entire possession of 
the train. 

{In their coach, however, they were given 
full sway, and the noise they made could 
easily be heard from the engineer’s cab to the 
rear platform of the last sleeper. 

At Elienwcod, twelve miles south of At- 
fanta, a white man, ignorant of the make-up 
of the train, entered the negro coach. 

The stop at the station was for only a few 
and before the passenger realized 
where he was the train was moving. 

Not wishing to remain in the coach with the 
@runken mob, the passenger began working 
his way through, intending to reach the next 
coach. 

As he pushed through the crowd the negroes 
shuftied him about over the floor. 

The passenger steod the rough usage until 
he became thorowghly satisfied that the ne- 
groes were trying to impose upon him. 

Then he lost control of himself— 

And with his cane knocked a negro down. 

That was the signal forthe war. 

The negroes joined forces, and assaulting 
the white nan, beat Mim up badty. >» 

Conductor Young tried to drive them off, 
but finding himse!f powertess, asked several 
gentlemen in the first-class coach to assist 
4im. 

The appearance of the white- men made the 
negroes wid, and in an instant pistols were 
popping rapidiy and balls were flying reck- 
dessiy. 

The train was by this time moving at full 
Bpeei, and the fight lasted quite awhile, the 
Whites having opened fire in retarn. 

The eoniuctor reached for his bell-cord and 
pulled the engineer down, but as the train 
began to slow up tho negroes commenced 
Jumping off. 

When the train came to a stand-still the cas- 
wa!ties were ascertained. 

Several of the whites had been shot. 

So had qnite a number of negroes. 

Of the whites— 

J. LB. Hooks, of Dallas, Ga., was badly shot 
m the head and may die. 

Mr. Hooks was on his way te Brunswick. 

Mr. William Bassett, of Rockmart, was shot 
through the body, the wound being serious. 

Of the negroes two are said to have died of 
their wounds, but their bodies have not been 
found. 

foth were shot through the head. 

A third negro was found whose wounds are 
go dangerous that his dcath is almost certain. 

Another was cut to pieces with a knife, and 
will in all probability die. 

Phe train was badly torn up with the bullets, 
and it is a wonder that many more persons 
@ere not nurt. 

The firing could be heard in the sleepers 
tnd the Jady passengers were panic-stricken. 

The wounded were placed in sleepers and 
taken to Macon, where surgical attention was 
fendered, 

They aré yet in the central city under treat- 
ment, 

The story of the fight created considerable 
excitement in At'aiita yesterday morning, 
when it became known. Rumors of all sorts 
Were current and positive information was 
BCarce. 

The officials of the road were unable to 
ascertain any information, other than what the 
Public now has.

AN ABLE SERMON 


PREACHED BY DR. LEE TO THE 
: Ae a ae 


Trinity Church Crowded Last Night— 
‘Charming Music and an Impressive 
Service Throughout. 


It was an impressive, as well asa most en- 
ertaining service at Society Circle last night,- 
held especially for the Young People’s Chris 
tian League. 

The service began at eight o’clock and the 
music was especially charming, and well suited 
to the occasion.. 

Beautiful and appropriate songs had been 
well selected for the service, and were rendered 
in a perfect manner by the choir. 

The services were conducted by Rey. J. W- 
Lee, of West End, and the sermon preached 
by this eminent divine was able and most ap- 
propriate. 


Dr. Lee’s text was, ‘‘No man hath seen God 
at any time; the only begotten Son, which is 
in the bosom of the Father, he hath declared 
him.’’—John 1, 18. 

Upon this text a powerful sermon was based 
With a master hand and in abundant elo- 
quence, 

DR. LEER’S SERMON. 

Dr. Lee preached in effect as follows: 

“Remembering that an apple’s fall and a star’s 
circuit are under the same law, and that the ele- 
ments which conspose the earth are the same 
that are found in the bodies of all the stars. We 
might deduce the principle of unity. We could 
justly conclude that it presided at the formation 
of the universe. But unity 1s simply an abetract 

yrinciple and discloses no sympathy. No heart 

ats in unity. So far as we conld see 
without revelation. The same elements are found 
everywhere and the same laws operate everywhere, 
but that is al! we could say without further infor- 
mation. ‘The expressions of power we see in the 
ocean, the cyclone, the earthquake, the volcano 
and the lightning might teach the fact 
that power is infinite. But power gives no hint of 
love. There is no voice of love anywhere. «The 
wing is adapted to the air, the eye 
to the light, the lungs to the atmosphere 
the plants to animals and the animals to the 

ants. Thus we might deduce wisdom. But still 
nadaptation of means to ends we do not find the 

Sympathy we need. Not until Jesus comes is the 
silence broken. No man hath seen God at any 
time. Jesus hath declared Him. 

Jesus in his life hath declared the heart of God; 
the motive of Godin creation; the ends God had 
in view in peopling this world with human beings. 
He hath’ declared what is back of all the ma- 
chinery, the wisdom, the power, the unity. 

Thus we go from power to unity, and from 
unity to wisdom ; trying to find out what] runs the 
world and the wheels of the universe,Christ comes 
by his life, and declares that back ofall we see 
there islove. In God's heart is the mntive, in 
God's affection the cause of all aboutus. Thus 
the world is transfigured. It is our Father’s. He 
runs it for His children, Then we see that in power 
is love, in wisdom is love, in unity is 
love. An old castie on the Rhine, vine-covered 
and high, assumes new interest to us when we 
learn that insteid of being the home of an old 
heartless king, itis the home of our own father; 
that the man* who owns it is the man who 
loves us. But Jesus Chriit -not only pave a 
new meaning to this o!d world. He disclosed and 
declared anew one. A world of love and _ spirit. 
He made known its extent, its scenery, its laws, 
its elements, its growths and the condition of its 
citizenship. It was not an uninteresting world. 
All beauty and music belongedtoit. It had power, 
too. Not that which drives the ship and 
builds the forests simply, but that which changed 
hearts, broke wills, and elevated men. It had its 
methods of communication too. A message could 
travel from the heart of a poor man to the heart 
of the infinite God and get answer in a 
moment. It was a bright and radiant world. 
and had always beeninthe heart of God. Abra- 
ham was the first to move out from Cha!dea to tind 
it. After many lapses he settled in it, and became 
the father of a great nation.” 

Dr. Lee also spoke about Christ’s preachings 
as being illustrative ofthe problems of life and 
of his sufferings as being examples of life. 

He said that no government could endure 
long without the ten commandments and the 
sermon on the mount as bedrocks,

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‘A Cup of Coffee in War Times, 


Written for the C mstitution. 

Among the rare luxuries in the southern 
confederacy—and especially toward the close 
of the war—was a cup of genuine coffee—gen- 
uine Java, Maricaba, Mexican, Mocha, or 
Rio. Of course we had plenty of what was 
called the Rye, a decoction of parched rye 
grains. Many of us remember, too, when such 
stuff as parched sweet potatoes, parched 
chestnuts, burnt corn, and even other scorched 
hotch-potch masqueraded under the tantaliz- 
ing title of ‘‘ooffee.” Bah! how eventhought 
now repudiates—or shakes a head in sad, dis- 
gusted memory at—the countless substitutes 
of confederate ingenuity! We smile often 
when we think now of the many devices that 
enabled us simply to perpetuate fashion or 
habit, or—what is frequently the same thing, 
pure folly. Who is there among us now that 
cannot remember many things said and done 
—even by our wise ones—that now appear to 
have been the veriest folly? 


But where are we to draw the 
line? For when we begin to _ look 
calmly and deliberately at confederate 


history, it might appear tosome of the truest 
blue rebels, so-called—it might appear, I say, 
to us, as the whole thing has appeared tojthou- 
sands of our professed friends and enemies 
elsewhere—that the very confederacy itself 
had its beginning and its continuance in folly. 
Yet there are a few of us who are unwilling to 
“‘go back on our records.”” I for one shall not 
do it. I drank the ungenuine confederate 
“‘coffee,’’ and professed to enjoy itall thetime. 
I doubtless ate my share of genuine dirt at the 
time—as did every soldier—but I shall not 
now eat any metaphysical or political ‘‘dirt,’’ 
for Iam loyal to the memory of the confed- 
eracy; and far more loyal to the union also 
than thousands who burned and pillaged un- 
der the egis of the stars and stripes in war 
times, and who are still engaged in the work 
of hating and fighting and pillaging from one 
section of the union. 

But I must not get into politics in these 
papers, for lam not of political proclivities, 
though I profess to be a pure patriot—one who 
loves his country, his whole country. And 
while doing this I must say also that I love my 
maligned southern brother much more in- 
tensely than I do the hating enemy—be 
he north or south. I think, too, that this 

rinciple fits well into the creed of all who 
ove the south, the old south, as well as the 
new south, so-called. 

But whata mingling of memories is there 
when we touch the question of confederate 


coffee! I remember one which is not very 
pleasant. Iexpect to do violence to my little 


religion whenever I think of it. 

-During the war my father was living in a 
portion of the south where the country was 
overrun with a band of wretches, known 
everywhere there as ‘“‘The Robbers.” They 
lived simply on plunder, nothing else. They 
were freebooters, that did not dare show them- 
selves ainong honest peoplein the dayt-ime. 
They followed no honest avocation in the day 
or night. Their meat, drink and wear were all 
obtained in maranudings. 

All valuables had to be kept hidden away 
from>these thieves, though when they entered 
one’s premises every nook and corner was ran- 
sacked for things which they carried away 
with a remorse!esssness unknown before among 
Christian nations. 

Once in a night raid upon my father’s house 
—they had robbed him half a dozen times pre- 
viously—among other treasures that were un- 
earthed by the villains from the cloistets of 
privacy and sacredness, was several pounds of 
genuine coffee which my mother had been for 
years hiding and keeping for occasions of 
sickness or ‘rainy days.’ When the 
robbers produced this before her eyes 
displaying it with a fiendish flourish and hell- 
ish glee—it was the last feature that broke the 
patient spirit ; and she denounced the act with 
all the severity of terms she could command, 
appealing to the manhood of the villains for ‘a 
return of her coffee, if of nothing else, for the 
sick dependent upon her, and it was for these 
that she begged. 

All the ‘‘manhood’’ that was exhibited on the 
occasion, was the brute force that overpowered 
an old gentlemanand a few ladies. Reveal- 
ing itself further, one of the villains seized the 
aged matron—my mother—by her ‘cap, 
and foreed her face in a_ successioc of 
shocks, down into the vessel containing the 
coffee, and telling her, at cach time, to ‘‘smell 
of Abe Lincoln’’—‘‘smell of Abe Lincoln’— 
‘‘fand Abe Lincoln coffee.’’ Of course I wonld 
ret shoot that ruffian did I know where to find 
iim anywhere this side of torment. I’d shoot 
him even at the expense of that little religion 
T have referred to, though I do feel that I 
should not be held to divine accountability for 
the act. 

But here is an incident of an entirely differ- 
ent character, yet one also in which you may 
think that the “religious scruple’’ was held 
in abeyance or banishment entire, but I not 
agreeing with you there. 

Once, when sick and traveling over the North 
Carolina railway, I got off the train at the us- 
ual breakfast-house, and presenting myself at 
the dining-room door, I asked the landlord for 
simply a cup of coffee. 

“*T want only the coffee, for Iam sick. How 
much?’’? These were about my words. The 
reply was, quickly: 

‘Five dollars—where’s the money ?” 

“But, my friend, I insisted, ‘‘that is the price 
of the reguJar breakfast ; I want only the coffee 
—nothing else, for Iam quite sick.” 

“‘T haven’t time to fool with sick fellows now ; 
if I let youin there there is no telling what 
you will do.” 

I saw there was no use of parleying with him, 
so I paid the five dollars, and entered the din- 
ing-room—though there was something thenin 
my brain besides the active pain ; nor was there 
much of the cum grano salis, for there was a 
resolution to bear, if possible, something be- 
sides the grain of salt, plus the coffee. 

There was the usual scramble for position 
and plate, the well fellows elbowing me 
to the most remote table. I begged the 
waiter to bring mea cup of coffee as soon as 
possible. At the very last moment it came. 

I drank the fluid yclept coffee—and was 
about to leave the room, when it 
occurred to me that had 
paid honestly for the age also; and so, with 
a sans souci movement, I took possession of 
the purchase, dropping both cup and saucer 
into the haversack on my shoulder. pate 

I then went on my way rejoicing—rejoicing 
in three things: The beverage had relieved 
my suffering, for hot water, you know, Is a 
specific for many ailments. Secondly, I had, 
for once in my life, got even with a hotel man ; 
and thirdly, I had made a most valuable and 
permanent addition to our camp-chest, thus 
long exhibiting a deficit in the way of 
white granite table-ware. My conscience 
did not then reproach me, nor has it since re- 
proached me, in the latter act; though you 
may consider it a little honest stealing if you 
wish to. The bluff, curt landlord had ex- 

ssed to me his opinion that if I entered his 
ining-room I would as likely steal as eat if he 
was not watching me; and so he had charged 
me for the possibilities in the case. I looked 
gt the thing in that way. You pay your 
money and you get what you can in the din- 
ing-roon—that was about the philosophy of 
his table and his pot. 

Doubtless the pallor of my look, the gen- 
eral wretchedness of my countenance under 
the suffering of the sickness, these may have 
given the fellow the idea that I was really a 
thief, and, of a necessity or a prudent fore- 
thought, I should be forced to pay beforehand 
for what might be done. 

But I got the cup of coffee—cup and all— 
and as I have said, went on my way rejoicing.

RUNNING PASSENGER 
TRAIN. 


On A FAST 


A Crowd of Drunken Negroes Raise a Row 
I:ast Tennessee Train—Sev- 
eral Persons Shot. 

An ugly and fatal riot happened on the 
East Tennessee passenger train moving south 
Baturday night near Ellenwood, twelve or 
thirteen miles from Atlanta. 

Two men were killed and several were more 
or less dangerously wounded, 

Information of the trouble reached Atlanta 


on wan 


yesterdas morning. 

But the actual facts could not be ascertained 
as the participants in the fight had made good 
their escape. 

The ollicials of the road even were unable 
to secure complete information notwithstand- 
fing the fact that Mr. E, H. Barnes used every 
effort to acquire the particulars, 

On Saturday quite a number of negroes came 
to Atlanta on excursion rates, They came 
from al! points along the line from Macon, 
north, and during the day were upon the 


streets. 

Many of them were supplied with a liberal 
amount of cash, and nearly every dollar of the 
money found i way into the 
agin on Decatur street. 

No matter how drunk a negro may become 
he usua!ly finds it convenient to catch his 
train, and when No. 13 left Atlanta Saturday 

‘ might at 8 o'clock it was loaded down with a 
gang of unruly, boisterous, drunken negroes. 

So drunk and unruljy were they that Conduc- 
tor Young found considerable trouble in pre- 
venting them from taking entire possession of 
the train. 

{In their coach, however, they were given 
full sway, and the noise they made could 
easily be lieard from the engineer’s cab to the 
rear platform of the last sleeper. 

At Ellenwceod, twelve miles south of At- 
fanta, a white man, ignorant of the make-up 
of the train, entered the negro coach. 

The stop at the station was for only a few 
secouds, and before the passenger realized 
where he was the train was moving. 

Nvt wishing to remain in the coach with the 
@runken mob, the passenger began working 
his way through, intending to reach the next 
coach. 

As he pushed through the crowd the negroes 
Bhuftied him about over the floor. 

The passencer steod the rough usage until 
he became thoreughly satisfied that the ne- 

groes Were trying

to impose upon him. 
Then he lost control of himself—. 
And with his eane knocked a negro down. 


That was the signal forthe war. 

The negroes joined forces, and assaulting 
the white man, beat Him up badty. 

Conducior Young tried to drive them off, 


but tinding himse!f powertess, asked several 
gentlemen in the first-class coach to assist 
4im. . 

The appearance of the white men made the 
‘Megroes wild, and in an instant pistols were 
popping rapidiy and balls were flying reck- 
lessiy. 

The train was by this time moving at full 
Bpee:i, and the fight lasted quite awhile, the 
Whites having opened fire in retarn. 

The conductor reached for his bell-cord and 
pulled the engineer down, but as the train 
began to slow up tho negroes commenced 
jumping off. 

When the train came to a stand-still the cas- 
wa!ties were ascertained. 

Several of the whites had.been shot. 

So had quite a number of negroes. 

Of the whites— 

J. LB. Hooks, of Dallas, Ga., was badly shot 
m the héad and may die. 

Mr. Hooks was on his way te Brunswick. 

Mr. William Bassett, of Rockmart, was shot 
through the body, the wound being serious. 

Of the negroes two are said to have died of 
their wounds, but their bodies have not been 
found.

A third negro was found whose wounds are 
go dangerous that his dcath is almost certain. 

Another was cut to pieces with a knife, and 
will in a!l probability die.

The firing could be heard in the sleepers 
tnd the lady passengers were panic-stricken.

PREACHED BY DR. LEE TO THE 
zx. FP. GC. Xr 


Trinity Church Crowded Last Night— 
Charming Music and an Impressive

held especially for the Young People’s Chris 
tian League..

DR. LER’S SERMON. 

Dr. Lee preached in effect as follows: 

“Remembering that an apple’s fall and a star’s 
circuit are under the same law, and that the ele- 
ments which compose the earth are the same 
that are found in the bodies of all the stars. We 
might deduce the principle of unity. We could 
justly conclude that it presided at the formation 
of the universe. But unity 13 simply an abstract 

rinciple and discloses no sympathy. No_ heart 

“ats in unity. So far as we conld see 
without revelation. The same elements are found 
everywhere and the same laws operate every where, 
but that is all we could say without further infor- 
mation. ‘ihe expressions of power we seein the 
ocean, the cyclone, the earthquake, the volcano 
and the lightning might teach the fact 
that power is infinite. But power gives no hint of 
love. There is no voice of love anywhere. -The 
wing = is adapted to the air, the eye 
to the light, the lungs to the atmosphere 
the plants to animals and the animals to the 

jants. Thus we might deduce wisdom. But still 
nadaptation of means to ends we do not find the 
Svinpathy we need. Not until Jesus comes is the 
Silence broken. No man hath seen God at any 
time. Jesus hath declared Him. 

Jesus in his life hath declared the heart of God; 
the motive of Godin creation; the ends God hac 
in view in peopling this world with human beings. 
He hath declared what is back of all the ma- 
chinery, the wisdom, the power, the unity. 

Thus we go from power to unity, and from 
unity to wisdom ; trying to find out what} runs the 
world and the wheels of the universe ,Christ comeg 
by his life, and declares that back ofall we see 
there islove. In God’s heart is the mntive, in 
God’s affection the cause of all aboutus. Thus 
the world is transfigured. It is our Father’s. He 
runs it for His children. Then we see that in power 
is love, in wisdom is love, in unity — is 
love. An old castie on the Rhine, vine-covered 
and high, assumes new interest to us when we 
learn that insteid of being the home of an old 
heartiess King, itis the home of our own father; 
that the man* who owns it is the man who 
loves us. Bat Jesus Chriit not only gave a 
new mneaning to this o!d world. He disclosed and 
declared ancw one. A world of love and _ spirit. 
He made known its extent, its scenery, its laws, 
its elements, its growths and the condition of its 
citizenship. It was not an uninteresting world. 
All beauty and music belonged toit. It had power, 
too. Not that which dnves the ship and 
builds the forests simply, but that which changed 
hearts, broke wills, and elevated:men. It had its 
methods of communication too, A message could 
travel from the heart of a poor man to the heart 
of the infimte God and get ansWer in a 
moment. It was a bright and radiant world. 
and had always been inthe heart of God. Abra- 
ham was the first to move out from Cha!dea to tind 
it. After many lapses he settled in it, and became 
the father of a great nation.” 

Di. Lee also spoke about Christ’s preachings 
as being illustrative of the problems of life and 
of his sufferings as being examples of life. 

He said that no government could endure 
long without the ten commandments and the 
sermon on the mount as bedrocks.

grains. Many of us remember, too, when such 
stuff as parched sweet potatoes, parched 
chestnuts, burnt corn, and even other scorched 
hotch-potch masqueraded under the tantualiz- 
ing title of ‘‘Sooffee.”’ Bah! how even thought 
now repudiates—or shakes a head in sad, dis- 
gusted memory at—the countless substitutes 
of ‘confederate ingenuity! We smile often 
when we think now of the many devices that 
enabled us simply to perpetuate fashion or 
habit, or— what is frequently the same thing, 
pure folly. Who is there among us now that 
cannot remember many things said and done 
—even by our wise ones—that now appear to 
have been the veriest folly? 


But where are we to draw the 
line? For when we begin to look 
calmly and deliberately at confederate 


history, it might appear tosome of the truest 
blue rebels, so-called—it might appear, I say, 
to us, as the whole thing has appeared tojthou- 
sands of our professed friends and enemies 
elsewhere—that the very confederacy itself 
had its beginning and its continuance in folly. 
Yet there are a few of us who are unwilling to 
*“‘go back on our records.’’ I for one shall not 
do it. I drank the ungenuine confederate 
“‘coffee,’’ and professed to enjoy itall thetime. 
I doubtless ate my share of genuine dirt at the 
time—as did every soldier—but I shall not 
now eat any metaphysical or political ‘‘dirt,” 
for Iam loyal to the memory of the confed- 
eracy; and far more loyal to the union also 
than thousands who burned and pillaged un- 
der the egis of the stars and stripes in war 
times, and who are still engaged in the work 
of hating and fighting and pillaging from one 
section of the union. 

But I must not get into politics in these 
papers, for Il am not of political proclivities, 
though I profess to be a pure patriot—one who 
loves his country, his whole country. And 
while doing this I must say also that I love my 
maligned southern brother much more in- 
tensely than I do the hating enemy—be 
he north or south. I think, too, that this 
—— fits well into the creed of all who 

ove the south, the old south, as well as the 
new south, so-called. 

But whata mingling of memories is there 
when we touch the question of confederate 
coffee! I remember one which is not very 
pleasant. Iexpect to do violence to my little 
religion whenever I think of it. 

-During the war my father was living in a 
portion of the south where the country was 
overrun with a band of wretches, known 
everywhere there as ‘‘The Robbers.” They 
lived simply on plunder, nothing else. They 
were freebooters, that did not dare show them- 
selves among honest peoplein the dayt-ime.

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A STRANGE STORY. 


FATHER OF HAMP BRYANT 
SAVED HIMSELF. 


TUL 


The Rody Taken From the Grave and Identi- 
fied in Tacoma, Washington, and Cer- 
tificates of His Death Produced.

Here is a strange story. 

In superior court, before Judge Richard H. 
Clark, Saturday, the case of the forfeiture of 
the bond of G. H. Bryant came up fora 
hearing. 

Bryant’s father was his bondsman in the 
gum of $500, on a charge of car robbery. 

The older Mr. Bryant and a  broth- 
er of G. II. Bryant—better known 
as “Hamp” Bryant—appeared in 
court and exhibited certificates proving 
the death of Hamp Brvantina railroad acci- 
dent, near Tacoma, Washington, on April 15 
Jast. 

The identification of theyrematns of the dead 
man was made perfectly satisfactory. The 
brother proved that the man killed in tho ac- 
cident was Hamp Bryant, who was a conduc- 
tor on a railroad in that state; andthe wan- 
mer of his death was also proven, 

He attempted to step from one car to 
another, when the coupling broke and he fell 
anid the rear portion of the train passed over 
his bodv, killing him instantly. 

To make the identifieation still more com- 
plete, the brother 5 isited to Tacoma and had 
the body exhumed, when it was identified, by 
the aid of photographs of the dead man, be- 
gides the fact that the brother recognized the 
dead man as his brother. 


The phetecraphs, with the certificates, were 
exhibited in open court, and the fact of the 
death of the man in the mannerdescribed was 
proven beyon La doubt. 

rik FATHER SAVED HIMSELF.

the body and of obtaining the various items of 
evidence regarding Bryant’s death. 


But th vas relieved from the pay- 
ment of the bond. and the case was finally dis- 
missed from the courts of Falton county. 

STORY OF THE ARREST. 

Hamp Bryant wes employed as a freight 
conductor on the East Tennessee road up to 
the time when Delemar was shot and killed 
by Watchman Etheridge last fall, while at- 
tempting to board a freight car. 

Etheridge, whe is now on the police force, 
thougiit that Delemar was trying to rob the 
car, but Delemar claimed, before his death, 
that he was simply trying to steal a ride to the 
howe of a brother, in Henry county. 

A few minutes after Delemar was shot, Bryant 
appeared on the scene, and his statements 
before the coroner’s inquest, as to his being 
mear the yards, where the shooting occurred, 
were so contlicting that the authorities sus- 
pected him of complicity in the alleged at- 
tempt at car-robbing, and he was placed under 
arrest. 

That was why he was put under bond. Im- 
meliately aftes his release he left home and 
went west where he remained until his death 
last April. 

The story is a curious one and the chain of 
circumstances that led up to the final settie- 
ment Saturday forms a strange romance in thie 
criminal annals of the courts of Fulton county.
